thern Kingdoms have drank deep of this Bloody Cup, and ſo 
are like if a Peace be not concluded between Sweden and 
Poland: Many Princes and States have, by their Mediation, 
endeavoured to put an End to that War, but che M:ſrovite 
labours to widen the Breach. But, to the great Amaze- 
ment of Europe, Fair Italy is like to prove the Seat of a Bloo- 
dy War. The Occaſion is fo well known to every Man, that 
It were Needleſs to (ay any thing of it here. Pliny gives rah 


this Character; viz. The Nurſe and Mother of all Nations, El: 


Fed by the Gods, to make the Heavens more glorious, to unite 
the Diſperſed Governments of the VVorld, to fit the diſagreeing 
Fonguts and Languages of ſo many People by Commerce for 
Converſation and Diſcourſe, thereby to teach Mankind Humatity 
or civility, baving firſt wolli fied or ſoftened their barbarow 
Rites, Manners, or Uſuag's ; ſa that in a word I may ſay, Ita 
ly # the common Conntry of all Nations and People in the who! 
World. Italy deſerved this Excomium in Pliny's time; bt 
hath been often over-run by many Nations defiling their 
primitive Beauty by the Birbarity of other Narfons, and 
now likely to ſuffer by the avaricious Encroachments of the 
grand Diſturber of Europe. 

Ia this Year is celebrated a Con junction of the two Supe. 
rior Planets Saturn and Jupiter in Aries, a firy Sign and Head 


of the Triplicicy, under which we are ever ſince the Yea 


1603, at which time they made their Entrance into the fir) 
Trigon, being their ſeventh Reſtitution to that Triplicit) 
fince the Creation of the World. Mr. Lich was of an Opf. 
nion, that ic had a more ſecret Myſtery of Sabbatiſm in it, 
then any other; and promiſed ſomething of more fingulat 
moment to the World: and every Man that hath been a ftrid 
Obſerver of Mundine Affairs, or converſant in Hiſtory, ma 
ſer his Seal to the trutk of it. Upon their Entrance into thi 
Triplicity, King James I. was effabliſhed into the Engliſh 
Monarchy ; a great Change indeed, The next Conjundilor 
was in 1623, in Leo, ſoon after Charles I. aſcended tit 
Throne, as being his Succeſſor. | 
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The next Conjunction happened in the beginning of che 
Year 1643, which, according to the accFtomed Order of 
the Celeſtial Motions, and natural Courſe of the Superiors, 
ſhould have been in Aries, but they made their Cob junction 
in Piſces, a Sign of the Watry Triplicity, and contrary to 
the nature of the former, Campaxella ſaith, Sub quarts Tri- 
gono, gut primum reſpicit hoſtili radio, Monarchia prima fran- 
gitur, incipiunt Hereſes dire, armiſque proteflie, ob Martem & 
Lunam, fides plus armis quam miraculis ampliatur, Sc. under 
the fourth Trigon, which beholds che nrſt by an infmicah, 
or hoſtile Aſpect, rhe Monarchy or Monarchies raiſed under 
the firſt Triplicity ſhall be broken, direful Herefies (hall 
begin, protected by Arms by reaſon of Mar: and the Avon, 
Faith more enlarged by the Sword than Miracle. He goes 
en, and ſaith further, New Religions and Tenents ariſe 
checking the former Auſterity, or rather Superſticion ; all 
this to a good jncent, becauſe it is the Properties of the 
Stars to incline. Much more of this nature might be quo. 


ted out of Authors, but this being a Digreſſion, ſhall ſuffice 


to let my Reader ſee that theſe Celeſtial Congreſſes are not 
trivial Speculations. This Campanella was by Birth a N-opo- 
litan, born in the Province of Calabria, a Man of univerſal 
Learning, and writ many Books of ſeveral Sciences; he was 
25 Years in the Inquifirion, and ſeverely hardled , he was 
afterwards much favoured in France by Cardinal Richzleve, 
and died in the Lear 1639. aged 71 Years. 

The Entrance of this Triplicy was in the Year 1603. to

what the Effects of this Con junction will be, time muſt de- 
termine. But in general, Conj unctiones Saturni e Jovis ves 
mutant ( convertunt; their Conjunctions do convert and 
change things, ſaith Almanſor. Cardan adviſerh, Cun v ideri: 
Conjundtionem vel Oppoſit ionem Super iorum in friplicitate ina 
vel atred, non feſt inis judicium, nec idem tradas in vebus par. 
vit; when thou ſeeſt a Conjunction or an Oppoſition of 
the Superior planets in the fiery or acry Triplicity, be not 
haſty to give Judgment, nor let it be of ſmall matters; ſor 
the Actions of theſe are præeminent above the other Tri- 
plieities; and rhoſe of the firſt and fiery Triplicity do ex- 
ceed in Height and Glory: Jupiter hach moſt eſſential Dig 
nities in the Conjunction, thoſe Perſons add Matters poli- 
tical, ſignified by the Benevolence of Jupit:r's Influence, 
though falthfully and induſtriouſly managed, will receive 
much Refirition and Oppoſition by the Craft, Subtilty, Fraud 
and Hy pocriſie of Men fignified by Saturn. Of Perſons, 
Mattets or Affairs Polltical, Civil or Eceleſiaſtical, ſignified 
by each of theſe Superiors, will prove too large a Task for 
— Scantling to inſert, hoping ſome abler Pen may under. 
take this Work, which hath been learnedly and ingenuouſlly 
performed by Mr. Lilly, and fince by Mr. Calin.
